Opposed to Taxing: Foreign Supplies 
— Tlio Irish Question— The Un- 
popularity of Emigration. 



The Local Government Bill to Be In- 
troduced as Early as Possible 
— Mgr. Persieo Keport.

London, Jan. 14, — Lord Salisbury's au- 
uounooinonts on foreign affairs at Liver- 
pool were cautiously reassuring, but Sal- 
isbury couliiieJ himself to ooimuouiilacti.s. 
The gist of his romarks was that tho for- 
eign olHco knows no spucial ground 
which is felt just now, but wiii' 
may come at any tiino anil that it will 
01)1110 suddonly when it does conns. Tho 
mural which ho draws from this is thiil 
England must be ready for any umergoiicy, 
but Salisbury i.s not sufliciontly uxplicit. 
It has been widely stated during tlie lasi 
fow weoks that tho (iovorniiioiit have 
committed Kiigland to thu support of a 
triplo alliance, and if that is true, tlioii 
ovury ovont on tho continent has a vital 
interest for England, for that which in- 
volves Germany and Austria may also in- 
volve the English fleeb in tho i\Iediterran 
ean. The mere rumor of such a policy is 
alarming. It implies a departure from 
the rule' which prevents English stntes- 
mon from interfering in foreign a(l'air.H,o.i- 
cei)t such as imniediatoly coiicorii the 
interests of England or ii dopendouey of 
linglaud. It may bo ([uito untrue, hut it 
has remained long uncontradicted, anil 
tho Premier said nothing on Thur.sday ut 
the Liverpool banijuot upon tho part 
wllich England is now |)hiying in foreign 
politics. When Parliamunt reassoinbles 
it will bo among tho first ijuostions forcoil 
upon tho Govornment. Tho Priino Minis- 
ter touchud on tho subject of protection 
and it was a cautious utterance, leaving a 
good many looplioles which do not alto- 
gether satisfy freo traders, still ho declar- 
ed finally and emphatically against a re- 
turn to tho system of taxing foreign sup- 
plies. Salisbury's argument of 

... THK IRI.SH QUESTION 

isv :tbriefly,Vtli»t:;England's ditlictilty has 
ever been Ireland's opportunity and that 
England has been compelled in self-de- 
fense to assert and re-assert her suprem- 
acy. Salisbury has an unfortunate habit 
of talking about Ireland as if it were a 
rebellious do|iondency -instead of an inte- 
gral portion of thu Uinted Kingdom and 
his appeals to force, as used in tho cen- 
turies gone by to justify the force used l)y 
the governniout to day, leave an impres- 
sion which is by no moans pleasant. The 
unpo|)ularity of emigration, which ho de- 
))lored, is very hirgoly due to tho fact that 
it has boon preached by one chma to 
another until it has como to look like a 
device of Dives for ridduig himself of the 
uncomfortable presence of Lizurus, An- 
other reason is that emicfration has not 
been followed up by other remedies. It 
has been relied* upon as a full and sufH- 
ciont measure, both for thu people who go 
and for tho people who stay. 'J'lio coii- 
soquenco is seen most strikingly in Ire- 
land, whore the 

POPULATION HA.S FALLEN 
in less than half a century from eight 
millions to five, and the result i.s that live 
millions are no hotter off than eight wore. 
A b.id land systom and a bad Ooverinnent 
have still done thoir worst for tho people 
who remaineil. If the Government wish 
to pursuado the people of their honesty in 
recomniondiiig emigration they liiiist see 
to it that oniigration is accompanied by 
reform. 

Increasing interest is taken in minister 
ial circles in the movements of Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill, and the general impres- 
sion exists that they will have sensation- 
al, if not particularly useful, results. LorJ 
Randolph is reportea to nave e.tpresstd 
in very strong terms, before leaving Kiig- 
lanil, his own conviction that tho war 
rumors were fictions invented in Berlin, 
partly for financial purposes and partly to 
help the Great Chancellor in some neat 
move in a diplomatic gaino. What Lord 
RandolpWa viijws nmy have been as to the 
nature of this move is a matter of sur- 
mise, but it is cortivin that before leaving 
for the continent he regarded the sup- 
posed policy of Germany with susjiicion 
and even with disapprobation. Unless tlie 

STATESMEN OF .ST. PETEKSBURG 
have lost their old dexterity he is not 
likely to learn anything ni his intercourse 
with them calculated to changu the bent 
of his sympathies, and to put the fact 
briefly, there is a strong api)rehen9ioii 
among ofiioinl Conservatives who know 
the curious mental fluofcuations to which 
the ex-Chancellor of the Exchcipier is 
liable, that ho may come back with not 
only pro-Russian views as to tho situa- 
tion, but with a disiiosition to give them 
utterance at a time that would virtually 
inconvenience the government. If the 
general suspicion that Salisbury's foreign 
poUoy. haa. been ! tendiiig, pf->la^^^ in the 
direction of a definitive co-operation with 
the central European powers be curreet, 
and Lord lltindolph should satisfy him- 
Hulf on this point, ho will have u tempt- 
ing opportunity when he returns of mak- 
ing i\ sensation either by a speech in pub- 
lic or by intervening in the discussion on 
the foreign policy which is expected to 
tako place on tho address. At all events 
it is thu unmistakable comprehension that 
ho will givo his old friunds a bad quarter 
of an hour somehow. 

GLADSTONE MLSINFOKMBD. 

Mr. Gladstone appears to have boon 
misinformed with regard to tho local 
govornment bill, as there is no doubt now 
that govorninont will adhere to their 
original intention of introducing this 
measure as early as possible after the 
meeting of Parliament, that is to any, it 
will bo brought on ipimediately after the 
new procedure rules are disposed of, 
a stago, which, according to ininistorial 
calculations, will bo reached before Feb- 
ruary. It is learned on very yood autho- 
rity that it is quite possible that tho bill 
may bo in the hands of tho public bufniu 
oven the discussion of the new rules has 
made much progress. Tho government 
place the reform of proceduro at tho head 
of their proL'ramme, but if there is a 
l)ro8pect of tho first reading of 
the local government bill being taken 
without opposition, which appears pro- 
bable, Mr. Ritchie will easily sccnro a 
very earlj' night for his exjiository stato- 
mont. Tho Oovurniiient have nothing to 
gain by a delay in placing the bill before 
the houBO, and there is no reaiion why it 
should not bo in tho b;ind» of tho niom- 
bers for consideration during the discus- 
sion on tho procedure rules, which are 
not likely to monopolize anybody's atten- 
tion. It is evidently tho land p'archaso bill 
of 'which Mr. Gladstone was thinking, and 
the must sanguine Oonsiirvatives agree in 
placing the probable date for the intro- 



duction of this measure, not merely after 
Easter, but after Wliitsimtide. 

MOlt. rHIlSIl'O'H ItKl'OKT. 

Mgr. Persieo, in hiarui)ort to Pope Leo 
Xlll., has not made any reference to the 
question or thu eHtablisiimeiit of diplo- 
matic relatiiins between Eugliind and tho 
Vatican. He bus confined himself to tin." 
simple report of tho evidence ho has ob- 
tained from lay Catholics of ummencu 
and from higher ecclesiastics us to tho 
condition of Ireland and tho position of 
the prie.sthooil in current political contro- 
versies. .Mgr. Persieo has made no re- 
coiinnundations of his own account, 
whatever, and although it is true he 
received from Roman Catholic ollicials of 
the Irish government their views of the 
situation, he has done nothing more f han 
report thorn. The olforts made by both sec- 
tions of Englisli Catholics to iipprnach his 
excellency liiive liitliei'to failed. 'I'lie I t.iliau 
priest is just as avor.se from receiving ail- 
ih'oMsei from lil)eral Catholics as from tory 
Catholtcs, lui tho ground that his ini.ssioi' 
was specially coiitinud to studying the j)o- 
.sition and to tho rucoptioii of Catholic 
opinion on all sides in Ireland, without 
disoitssiiig the cpiostioiis on their legal 
rights.

'rilE LOST ISLAND. 

A Legend Told by a Native of liousay 
Avho has Seen Fairies. 



The lloniiiiitlc .Story of a Ijost Jlalden of Kn- 
hallow Hill The Island anil its .Mis- 
tress Vanish Toeethcr. 



i\Iost people have heard of tho 
.Standing Stones of Stenids, in Orkney. 
In a silent circle they .stand amid the 
solitude of the moor, silvered by the lich- 
ens of dead centuries. Tourists como and 
gaze on them, picnic beneath them and 
iil)oculato vaguely as to how ,tliey came 
there. Antiquarians also gaze, and [jro- 
eeod to envolve from their inner consci- 
ousness sonio theory to account for the 
origion of the stones, lint the annals of 
i he countryside have no legend of tho race 
which raised them. .Ml over tho islands 
are the vestiges of some busy tribe who 
dwelt half underground, and Lave loft to 
the worms and rats their buried dwellings, 
known as "Brochs." Yet, the strange fact 
remains that, while those people are ut- 
terly forgotten by their successors, the 
still earlier tribes, v. ho made terrible 
those ishnids of old, have left their traces 
in the popular legends with which the Or- 
cadian children are kept quiet in the long, 
dark winter evenings. 

There lies on a moor not very far from 
iStennis a huge stone which was Uung by 
a giant in the island of Hoy ut his enemy. 
Cubby Ruo, in Rotisay, full ten miles oil'. 
Thatstono must have been there for gen- 
erations before those which have outlast- 
ed man's memory atStonnis, and yet the 
very name of the man through whose 
quarrel it came there is unforgotten. Cub- 
by Ruo was a bit of an engineer in his 
way, and determined to raise a connecting 
mound between his own inland of Rousay 
.and the sm.iUor island known as Wyre, or 
Vei ia. I n the i>rido of his strangth ho 
took too groat a load of earth and stones 
in his creel, stumbled and fell, and lies to 
this day under tho mound which he was 
carrying.

His island of Rou.sny soems to have 
been a favorite haunt of giants, fair'os and 
&u|iernatural people of all kinds. It is 
luparatod from the mainland of Orkney 



by a narrow strait, through which runs a 
furious tide. At certain hours of the day 
two tides moot bore, and their mooting 
place, known as EnhaUow Roost, is one 
wild whirl of foam and leaping spray. In 
tho middle of the roost lies the little 
green isle of Enhallow. Tho name is com- 
monly held to mean "holy isle," and to 
have boon given tho island from the fact 
that on it was erected a very early Chris- 
tian chapel or hermitage. It seoms just tis 
pridiabh), however, that the same is do- 
rived from Hela, the old Norso goddess 
of (loath. Bo that as it may, tradition tolls 
that Fiihallow was once an invisi'olo is- 
land, only appearing amid tho foam of 
the roost afc'iSisrteijii'.fcimMi^a^ vanishing 
ag.ain hufoi-e it could be reached by mor- 
tal foot. It camo to bo known in Rousay— 
how, we have not been able to discover- 
that if any man seeing Enhallow took iron 
in his hand and kojit his eyes fixed on the 
ishind till ho landed upon it, ho would re- 
claim it from the sea forever. This was 
done at last, and lli'.)r.llo-,v h:«i reinauied 
visible and tangible ever since. 

But for the adventurous thoro is hope 
still. .Somowliero near Enhallow there 
lies aiiotlior island, unseen of men for 
more years t han can bo reckoned. This is 
the story of its last appearance, as told 
mo by a native of Rousay — one who has 
seen the fairies and heard the wild, 
strange music of the seafolk: ^- I'i'^. 

TUF, MLSTIIHSS OK TIIH ISLAND. 

< )no day, very many years ago, a young 
girl wont up to the hill opposite Enhal- 
low to cut peats. Her day's work done 
she was resting on tho heather, when a 
si range man came up to her. After a little 
talk- he asked lior to go with him and, 
though slio refused at first, ho gained 
such (lowor over hor that he made her 
come. When night came and she did not 
return, her people bectimo jilarincd and 
set out to seek for her.. High and low tho 
whole island was searched, but no trace 
found of tho missing maiden. The won- 
der passed away, and matters fell back 
into their old course. Some time after this 
the father and brothers of tho lost girl 
went out to fish. They wero somewhat to 
the west; of Enhallow when a thick fog 
fell on the sea — so thick they could not 
tell where thoy wero. At last their boat 
touched land, and on going iislioro they 
founil themselves, as they thought, upon 
Enhallow. Going a little further, how- 
ever, they found that they were on an- 
other island, for they saw a b^g house ho- 
forf' them. On coming up to this house 
they found, to their surprise, none other 
than thoir lost daughter and sister in the 
person of the "good wife." She took 
them in vaiiidfpVe them food, and told 
them she was married to a "seaman," and 
living with him bore. As they were sit- 
ting, tho door opened and "a great brown 
wisp" came rolling in and went "ben." 
(A "wisp" is a huge ball of twiatcd heath- 
er rope, which is used in Orkney for 
thatching purposes.) In a few 
minutes a handsome young man came 
"but." He was introduced as the husband 
of the young woman, and welcomed her 
friends very kindly. Two more wiaps 
came in while they waited, and from each 
of thom came forth a seaman, who had 
been out fishing. Whan the men had to 
leave tho house, the father asked his 
daughter to,roturn to Rousay with them, 
but she refused, saying she was too happy 
with her husband to leave him. .She gave 
her father, however, a knife, iiid told 
him while he ke[)t it his fishing would 
never fail, and he would be able to visit 
her whenevor ho wished. After a tender 
farewell, tho Rousay men pushed off into 
the mist; but tho old man let the knife 
slip and fall into the sea. In a moment 
the boat touched land in Rousaj-, but the 
island and its mistress have never since 
been seen.— C'/mnibcra' Journal.

On Friday, a minute of Council was 
passed, strongly protesting against tlic 
withdrawal of tho subsidy without the 
concurrence of the Province, and request- 
ing His Honor the Lieutenant Governor 
to transmit the following dispatch by tel- 
egraph to tho Hon. tho Secretary of State 
for Canada, which dispatch was trnusmit- 
ted accordingly:

We have every reason to believe the 
matter will be satisfactorily adjusted, but 
cannot fail to coinniciid the prompt ac- 
tion of Mr. E. Crow Jiaker, our zealous 
representative in tiie Ooniinons, and tho 
Local Ooverninont, who liavo only given 
another proof of the fact that they are 
alive to Victoria's interests. 

NEWSPAPER LIBELS. 

The law bearing on libel in civil cases, 
1ms been materially cliani^od in Ontario. 
Tho general etfeot of tlie alteration is to 
protO'jt newspapers making hoim Jide re- 
ports, or publishing news coming to them 
in a legitimate way. There is reason to 
be}ieve that the parliament of Canada 
will be asked to amend the criminal 
libel law in tho same direction. In Eng- 
land no criminal libel suit can be onterod 
without tho fiat of the Attorney-fJoneral. 
Tho same roatrictivo power should l)e 
placed in the hands of tlio Mimstur of 
Justice, lb would solve another prubleni 
if tho law provided him with i)ower to 
detoriniiio in whicli province such a .suit 
should bo brought, when plaiiitill' and de- 
fendant are not in the same division of 
Canada. A journalist in_British Columbia 
thinks it very hard that he should be called 
upon to defend a libel suit in Ontario, 
for something ho has said in Victoria, 
while the injured person in Ontario thinks 
it equally unfair that he should be com- 
pelled to come to British Columbia to 
bring his action. In case.i of criminal li- 
bel tho Minister of .luatice, while permit- 
ting the prosecution, should bo enabled to 
say to which province it jiroijorly be- 
longed. This wojld hare tlio double ef- 
fect of making journalists careful, and 
calming tho fussy anger of some people 
who imagine that the world is paying es- 
pecial attention to their affairs when it is 
not. Amondments are needed to the law 
governing libel in civil cases. Ilonost 
journalism in British Columbia, as evety- 
whero, is at tho murcy of scalawags wiio 
have neither money nor character to li;se, 
or at least only a character tho lo-ss of 
which would bo a gain. No journalist of 
roputation dosiros to see facilities given 
to nowspaiiors to pry into a man's private 
affairs, or in any way to bu.sy themselves 
with that which coiicorua neither the pa- 
per, its general readers, or any poraon 
siili'oring from wrong. There is already 
too much of this class of reading sot be- 
fore tho public, and anythine which tends 
to preserve the press from blackguardism 
should bo welcomed. But on tho otlier 
hand a journal should be i)rotectod in 
giving tho news that comes to it in 
a logitimfcte and rocognincd way. 
Tho responsibility for that which 
is made public in the courts, or 
|kt public meetings, should rest with those 



who make it public. The (;xteiision of 
its ]>ublicity by means of a report in a 
newspaper should not be an offence. Nor 
do we hear of« the telegraph companies 
being sued for anything transmitted by 
them to the papora*, it is always the jour- 
nalist. It id utterly iiupoisiblo for a night 
editor, or any other editor, to distinguish 
accurately between the truth and untruth 
in a dispatch from some other part of the 
world, anil thoro l aunot, bo ovon a sus- 
l>icii>n of malice in his printing it, provid- 
ed he does not make it the basis for an uu- 
wabrantod and malioious attack. Nor Can 
ho dotermuie^save in very exceptional 
cases — whether a paragraph is intended to 
injure some one, or whether it ia a mere 
recital of f ict, known at the place from 
which tlio dispatch is sent. If anyouo i.s 
blameworthy it is the sender and the tcle- 
gr.ipli company, nob the recipient iiows- 
paper. It is hopeil that such changes in thu 
law will bemade during bliu ensuing session 
as will remedy tho grievances under 
which public journalists now suffer in 
many instances, besides those wo havo 
mentioned, notwithstanding the opinions 
of some occupying high positions who 
have denied tliat tho press has its mission 
tliat its freedom should lie protected. 
We !!'jlieve t!::iC it ia to a largo extent 
tlie guardian of 'the people's right.s, its 
liboities should not bo curtailed at the 
whim or caprice of any one. It h believ- 
ed that suL'li iiuiouilmcuts will bo made 
during the coming session of Parliament 
as will commend themselves as well to 
journalists as to the public. We are glad 
to know that such steps are on foot, and 
trust they will have speedy fruition; "

Till' returns for the iireseiit fiscal year, 
which have just boon issued by Mr. Nicb- 
idas .M. Hell, the Superintendent of For 
eign .Mails iu the I'ostolhce Dei)artnieut 
at .Wabhington, give some inforiiiatiun vo- 
garding the speed of Atlantic steamcra, 
which will bo read with interest by those 
who topk an intorost in the recent discus" 
■ions on, the niail contracts. The .Ameri- 
cans have ft special reason for <dj.<crving 
and recording tho time taken by the v.ar- 
ious steamers to cross the Atlantic, for 
they send their letters by the fastest ves- 
sels <inly, altogether irrespectivii of their 
nationality, or of the particular liiii; to 
which t.hey beloiii;; and it i.< therefore 
nrcess:iry that the data on Hhich 
they base their information should 
bo thoroughly complete and accurate. 
Kroin an engineering point of view, nioro- 
over, as wall as from a postal, tiie statis- 
tics are worth a littlo study. Those give 
the time occupied in the conveyance of 
mails during tho twelve months from 
New York to London, ,ind perhaps the 
most .-ilriking feature about the list is the 
dist.anco of time separating the boats at 
its e el feme ends. Thu Uiniard liner I'ni- 
bria heads the list with an average time 
of IHT.o hoiu-s, while the Wisconsin, be- 
lonu'iiii,' to (ho (iiiion company, which 
Htand.i at the fiM.t, re(pnres 258.1 hours to 
perform the same passage, bein.i; a diU'cr- 
once of very nearly throe days. The sec- 
ond on the list is tho Unibria's sister 
sliip, the Etruria, with 188 hours. Next 
in order comes the North (Jerniaii Lloyd's 
steamer Travo, with an average of V.I'J.S 
Innirs, and the Anchor liner City of Rome 
with L'03.4 hours; wliile tho Alaska, of 
the'Jnion Line, and the Aller, of the 
Nortli ( Jerman Lloyd's, coni|jeto vory close- 
ly for tho t'lflh place with times of L'DS.Ii 
and -05.7 respectively. 'I'lieii we have a 
considemble lunnber of North (ierinaii 
liners with approximately oiiual times, the 
ttvorugo of which is very nearly the time 
tjiken by the Ounard Liner Aurania. 
Then follows the Servia, of the Cunnrd 
Line, with 211*2 hours, and then tho 
White Star liriers put in an appearance— 
tho I'/ritaniiic, with tho time of 210 '8 hours; 
the (Jermanic 228 hours; tho Adriatic, 
230 hours: tho ilopublic, 235 hours; and 
tho 'Jeltic, 230 hours. Tho besb of tho 
Hamburg-American Lino takes 2407 
houi-H, while almost at the bottom stand 
the Inman liners, the quickest of wliiuli.

(Passed 28lh December, 1887.] 

WBBRBAS, it is provided by. law that the 
nominaitlon (or Mayor and Cottn'ctilors 

iliiill bo bold on tho second Monday In January 
in ouch year, from ni. to 2 p. ni., ami the poU- 
injf, if any, on the Thursday following from 
10 a. m. to 4 p. in.; and it i.i further 
provided that tho Council Bhnll. in the 
month of Ueccniber in each year, appoint a 
Ucturning OlBcor, and shall also nanui the poll- 
iiiK places and otherwise arrange for tho hold 
ing of the coming election; and It is furtlior 
provided that tlie polling, if any, at such elec- 
tion shall bo had and taken at such place or 
phiooa as tho f ounoil sbnll by Uy-Law appoint ;

An Old Pioneer of Victoria and One of Its 
Host Bntcrprlslug Oitlieni Paised to 
: Ills Best. 

By the steamar 01ymj>ian yesterday 
morning a telegram from Mr. Isaao Lip- 
aett, of San Jose, California, reached Mr. 
Geo. Hiiynos, which announced that Mr. 
Jnsoph iSpratt tliod in that city on Thurs- 
dny iaab. It was owing to tho linos being 
down that tho dispatch was not recoived 
sooner. Tho sad news was not long in 
finding its way to all who woro acqUHintod 
with tho deceased, and was received with 
genuine regret, tho one expression being 
that AHctoria had lost ono of its most 
energetic citizens. 

'J'he lato Mr. Spratt was born near Lon- 
don, Eng., in 1834, and was coiisequoiitly 
in his ,55th year At an early age he was 
educated at Brussels, after which he re- 
turned to England where he learned the 
I rado, which in after years made him so 
prominent and weidthy, with Ponn, ma- 
rine engineer and builder. Ac([iiiring an 
extensive knowledge of his profession, he 
started out for California in IS.OO, being 
attracteil thither, like many others, by 
the gold fever. With n, small capital ho 
oivaiiized tho Albion foundry in San 
li'rancisco, and was moat successful, being 
a reiogni/.od authority on matters i)or- 
tainiiig >a bis business. To his credit, 
and a matter .vhicli to-day is remembered 
with pride by those of his friondi who are 
liviii'^', he built the first locoinotne over 
run on thu const, and this naturally 
bninglit him into |)roininenee. In 1801 
he left San Francisco and camo lo A'^icto- 
ria, and iniinodiately itarted what is to- 
day the largest foundiy in tho 
previiico, tho Albion Iron Works. 

Hia pi-ogress was rapid and before long 
he had organized a regular steamboat line 
butw ceil this port and [loints on tho oast 
eoasl. running such boats as tho Maude 
ami ( '.-iriboo Fly, then consiilered to be 
the liest steamers .-illoat in llieso waters. 
Sul)-'i-iiueiil!y he purchased tho oldsteam- 
erWilsoii (!. Hunt, from Capt; Irving, and 
ran her for a few years to Nanaimo and 
until the C. P. N. Co., was organized, 
when he disposed of that vessel and the 
.Maude, now used by the company which 
boiig;--! her as a freight and coal carrier. In 
llie latter jiart of 'H2, .Mr. Spratt disposed 
I f iiis foundry, which by that time had 
Liiowii ti) he a flourishing concern, to tho 
joint stock Company known as tho Albion 
iron Works Co., and with the disposal of 
his. st^amer^ retired froiii .the east coast 
trade. Ho still retained the old Cariboo 
l''ly, Mliza, Emma and the famous Ark, 
wliirli bears his name. He was always 
willing and ready for any undertaking, 
ami his enterprising spirit was retained to 
I he very last, eridenco of it boing observ- 
ed, not only in thin city, but in other 
[larts of tho province. His last work was 
thu building altout a year ago of the Vic- 
toii.i IMaohinery Dejiot, which is at jiros- 
enl managed by Mr. .Viidrew Oraj', who 
was associated with the deceaseii for many 
years. During the biiildiiio of the Depot, 
.Mr. .Spratt was const.-iutly at work, not- 
withstanding the inclement state of the 
Weather, and to this is attributed his 
death, as he took ii severe cold from tho 
e.xpo.sure which ho was subjected to, and 
not being a strong man, was taken serious- 
ly id, never recovering, although able to 
be about at times. Mr. ('tay, 
who w;is in .Scotland, on leaniiiig 
of his old friend's illness was not long in 
reaching Victoria, and Mr. Spratt placed 
in his hands the managemont of hia new 
veiittiro. The beat medical aid was 
secured, and by a trip to Banff and Har- 
rison Hot Springs Mr. Sjiratt's health was 
sli^diily improved. In October last it was 
considered that, a trip to (Jalifornia would 
jiiiibably boiielit his liciltli and prolong 
the life so dear to him and his host of 
friends, and he left on the 15th of that 
iniiuth for iSan Jose. The . change of 
climate, though, 'dtd'hot'behefifc'bim, and 
he was so ill that his friends woro 
e.\ii-,'ci iug to hoar of his death at anj' 
moment. Diiriiiu' his long illness those 
most intimate with him watched with 
sorrow tho progress' uf the fatal disease 
which had taken so firm a hold on liis 
sysrcm, and it was a matter of regret 
to all. that one so useful and so clever, 
oni! that had done so much for tho ad- 
vau' oment of mir city, and one whose ca- 
reer w.is staiujied with good deeds, was 
suou til pasj av,-ay. He was .always reaiiy 
to lend a helping baud, and when a man 
made a frioinl of .lue Spi'att he could rely 
on liim. Ever tjimerons and o])on heart- 
ed, to do .a charitable act was his aim, and 
the deserving jioiir Were never turned 
auay by him. He was 'uoloved by his 
employees simply beciiuao ho was known 
by them, never iiresuming.on his position, 
ami iii.any men to-day will say that they 
derived great bonelit frniii llis su|)orinr 
knowledge, and the exani]de set them by 
him. Ho diod leaving a fortune attained 
by Inird work, having realized liaiidsoine- 
ly by his investments, which woro in most 
I'asua judiciously made. ■. His. dying wish 
was that his rcm.nins be interred 'in Vic- 
torin, and the next steamer from San 
Francisco will bring all that is mortal of 
the lato Joseph Spratt. Duo notice of 
the fiiiieral will be (|[iv«n. .
